THOUSANDS DIE BY STORM. 
Entire Villages in J Reported as 


| Swept Away with Fatalities 
Yet Unnumbered. 


Victoria, B. O., Sept 10.—lSpecial. The 


Empress of India brings details ot the storm 
which swept across Japan. 

The Prefectures of Kochi, Takamatsu, 
Ehime, and Okayama suffered most, a total 
of 325 lives in all being officially reported 
lost, with 11,135 houses overthrown or inun- 
dated in Kochi, Takamatsu, and Okayama. 

Ehime reported no financial loss, but the 
death of 1,500 residents, the greatest casual-

Voulet Assembles Natives. 

Voulet received them and then assembled 
all the native chiefs and told them the 
Colonel was coming to liberate all the cap- 
tives that he, as Captain, had given the na- 
tive soldiers. He asked them if they wanted 
to obey the Colonel or to recieve him with 
guns, 

They replied they would obey Captain 
Voulet under any circumstances, and pre- 
pared for the reception of Colonel Klobb. 

Voulet then wrote a reply to Klobb and 
said to the courier: ‘Tell the Colonel not. 
to enter here or I will attack.” 


delivered to Colonel Klobb. It is this letter 
the Minister of Colonies now has. A few. 
days later the troops commanded by Klobb 
and Voulet both started to march upon 
Damangara. Klobb followed a route a little 
to the south of Voulet. i 

The Colonel marched at the head of his 
men and Lieutenant Meynier at the rear. 
A native officer delivered a note to Colonel 
Klobb about noon, and he called to Meynier, 


Look here! Captain Voulet wants to at- 
tack us.“ The Lieutenant replied by asking 
permission to return and fight, but Colonel 
Klobb forbade any such tactics. 

Towards 8 o'clock a native, Makaan Di- 
arra, called Lieutenant Meynier's attention 
to à party of tirailleurs approaching in the 
forest from the left. The Lieutenant told 


| Colonel Klobb, who at oncemarched towards 


the enemy with the French flag fiying. 

The two adversary troops stopped within a 
short distance of each other. 

Voulet was alone in command of his party 
and was the oniy European present on that 
side, and cried out to the Colonel to stop or 
he would fire. Then Captain Voulet ordered 
his men to shoot. 

Fires on Colonel EKlobb. . 

Three rounds were fired in order and the 
fourth ad libitum. At the first discharge 
Colonel Klobb was wounded in the leg, and 
Lieutenant Meynier, shot in the side, expired 
instantly. A sergeant of the native troops 
begged the Colonel to let them fire in re- 
turn, but the Colonel refused. At the sec- 
ond discharge by Voulet the Colonel was 
shot in the head and died soon after. Many 
of his men were also killed or wounded. 
The same day Sergeant Mahmadon gathered 
what was left of the native troops and 
took them to the post at Dosso, command- 
ed by Lieutenant Cornu. 

Voulet’s Defiant Letter. 

The last letter written by Voulet says: 

“My Colonel, without sending me a copy 
ofthe power by virtue of which you take 
my command, you send me two notes, writ- 
ten in vulgar language, in proof of the gen- 
erous sentiments you cherish towards me. 
Lou must realize the infamy you commit 
in thus coming to steal the fruits of my ef- 
forts, but you have taken false routes in 
supposing that I would accept the situation. 

“I have the honor to inform you that I 
will retain the command of my mission. I 
can dispose of 600 guns, and I will treat you 
as an enemy if you continue your march. 
My men have been consulted, and accept the 
situation. 
_ “I am ready to sacrifice my life rather 
than to submit to the humiliation you have 
béen ordered to impose upon me. I prefer 
to hazard all, rather than allow intriguers 
like yourself to profit.“ 

Voulet Alone IsGuilty. 

The report and the letter both exonerate 
General Chanoine’s son, who is in no way in- 
culpated, and gives full confirmation of the 
‘abominable crime for which even the Na- 
tionalists can find no extenuating circum- 
stances. .

This cablegram was at once taken by Sec- 
retary Root over to the Cabinet meeting and

However, upon reading the message care- 
fully, its apparent importance seemed to 
diminish Secretary Root himself did not 
regard the matter as of importance at this 
time. He recalled frequent efforts on the 
part of the insurgents in the past to gain 
time at critical moments by opening nego- 
tiations ostensibly with the object of mak- 
ing peace, and he was not sure but this last 
offer was something of the same kind. 

 Camnot Do Any Harm. 

However, the Secretary was of the opinion 
that it would fall to afford the insurgents 
any advantage if General Otis would re- 
ceive any messenger and listen to him and 
make answer to his proposals, and the Amer- 
ican arms would lose no ground, no matter 
how the negotiations turned out.

COMMISSIONER SAYS HE NAMED No | 


But the Musician Insists That the 
Gower Was Conferrea Upon Him 
Last Spring by the Man Who Now 
Denies Such Action—Text of the 
Statement from the Fair Oficial— 
Bernhard Ulrich, said to Have Been 
Witness, Talke Guardeéiy. 


Commissioner General Ferdinand W. Peck 
and Clarence Eddy do not agree on the little 
question whether Mr, Daddy was appointed 
“ official organist’ to the Paris exposition 
by Mr. Peck. The Commissioner General 
says he did not make the appointment. Mr. 
Eddy declares he did; and he goes one step 
further, He says Bernhard Ulrich, mana- 
ger of the Chicago Conservatory of Music, 
was present when the honor was conferred. 

So certain was Mr, Eddy of his position 
that he called on Mr. Peck yesterday and 
tried to recall the appointment to him, but 
Mr, Peck said he did not remember it. 


Text of Mr. Peck’s Denial. 

Mr. Peck later made an official statement 
denying that he had made the appointment. 
The statement follows: 

“There has been no appointment made by 
me of official organist or of any one to take 
charge of music at the Paris exposition, for 
the reason that I did not deem it a part of 
my duties. There is no provision for Ameri- 
can music in the Paris classification and 


until I am requested by the French officials | 


to select some representative in the field I 
certainly shall not do so. 

“We are expected to exhibit musical in- 
struments in the proper department for such 
exhibit, but I have as yet seen no proper 
field for exploiting American music as an 
art. Weare guests at the French table and 
I presume the French people will furnish the 
music for the occasion, except as there may 
be musical competition between nations. 

* As far as Mr. Eddy is concerned, I re- 
‘gard him a Napoleon in his art and would be 
thoroughly representative in the organ field 
should proper occasion arise for such repre- 
sentation, which is not unlikely in connec- 
tion with the international congresses to be 
‘held in Paris next year.“ 7 

 Dhinks Peck’s Memory Bad. 

“TI was greatly surprised, said Mr. Eddy 
last night, in speaking of the interview with 
Commissioner Peck, “when Mr. Peck in- 
formed me that he had no recollection of 
having made the appointment. I can only 
think that his memory is exceedingly bad 
or some people in the department of liberal 
arts through some motive—jealousy, per- 
‘*heps—have induced him to annul the same, 
for he certainly did say to me in the course 
of a conversation last spring at the head- 
quarters of the exposition: 

„Mr. Eddy, I will appoint you theofficial 
organist at the exposition.’ 

“It came about in this way: I had called 
upon Mr. Peck with Mr. Ulrich to consult 
with the Commissioner General regarding 
a proper showing of the musical interests 
of this country at the exposition. Mr. Peck 
expressed his willingness to do everything 
in his power to help in the matter, but said 
he would be handicapped by a lack of funds 
in doing what he would like to. I informed 
him I should be only too glad to assist him 
in this direction, and after some talk as to 
what should be done he said: .‘ Mr. Eddy, I 
will appoint you the official organist at the 
exposition.’ | 

Says Ulrich Considers It Binding. 

* When Mr. Ulrich and I came out of the 
rooms Mr. Ulrich said to me: Weil, Mr. 
Peck has appointed you the official organist.’ 

“I said he had certainiy appointed me 
verbally, but ‘should I consider that I had 
been named without having received a writ- 
ten appointment?’ 

“Mr. Ulrich replied: ‘ Certainly,’ that 
there could be no doubt as to what Mr. Peck 
had said, and asa result Mr. Ulrich himself 
gave out the notice of my appointment. 

What I cannot understand 18, if I was 
not appointed, as Mr. Peck now says, why 
was the statement that I had been permit- 
ted to go uncontradicted until now? 

“TI don’t care anything about the appoint- 
ment itself, but I do object to being placed in 
the light of having sailed under false colors. 
It has put me in an exceedingly unpleasant 
position, and I consider it only justice to 
myself that I should make this statement of 
the facts in the case.“ 


Will Continue to Help. 

When asked if it would make any differ- 
ence with his relations with the commission 
or change his plans with reference to the 
work he had intended doing for American 
musical interests at the exposition, Mr. Eddy 
said: 

“I shall certainly continue to do all that 
I can to make the showing of this country 
all that it should be.“ 


Ulrich Talks of the Issue. 

Bernhard Ulrich, seen at his house, 240 
Roscoe street, last evening, was reluctant to 
discuss the Issue. Finally he said: 

“I had not heard that any dispute had 
arisen between Mr. Peck and Mr. Eddy, and 
I do not believe it can be over the main 
question of appointment or no appointment. 
There must be some details upon which they 
are not agreed. There was no particular in- 
terview in which Commisisoner Peck offered 
the appointment of organist to Mr. Eddy, 
but my impression, gained from conversa- 
tion with both men, was that Mr. Eddy 
would have the place. I believe that Mr. 
Peck has the power to make that appoint- 
ment, as he has made scores of others; and, 
if any man is to fill the place, Mr. Eddy, 
I am convinced, is the one he would appoint. 
This is all I care to say tonight. When I 
see what is printed about the matter to- 
morrow I may have more to say.“ ‘

Complaints were made by school 
teachers, clergymen, and others in all parts 
of the country, who claim that Elder ob- 
tained money on promises of positions as 
agents and clerks in the publishing busi- 
ness. It is said Elder obtained $100,000 while 
he had an office at 3855 Ellis avenue. 

In 1891 Elder was arrested by the post- 
office authorities on a charge of fraudulent- 
ly us the mails, but he escaped convic- 
tion. next year he was convicted on a 
similar charge, and served elghteen months 
succeeded in inducing Rose Elizabeth Cleve- 
land, Grover Cleveland’s sister, to become 
interested in his work.

SECRETARY GAGE IN CHICAGO. 


Head of Treasury Department to Re- 
main Here a Few Days Before 
Going West. 


Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage 
and Mrs. Gage arrived in Chicago yesterday 
afternoon over the Pennsylvania road. They 
will remain in the city three or four days 
and then proceed to Colorado and Arizona, 
their objective point being the Grand Cafion 
of the Colorado. | 

Secretary Gage said they probably would 
remain West about ten days and then return 


to Chicago in time to participate in the 
tumn festival. He declared his Western 
was for rest and recreation purely and 
had no connection with business of any 
character. The Secretary and Mrs. Gage 
were the guests of friends at Evanston last 
night. Mr. Gage said he would stop at the 
Chicago club while in the city. 

The Secretary declined to discuss the com- 
plications which have arisen over the laying 
of the Postoffice corner-stone, and when 
asked how President McKinley regarded the 
trouble, and if there was any probability of 
his remaining away from Chicago, he said:

Mr. Gage was asked if he thought it prob- 
able that Congress would pass any finan- 
cia] legislation along the lines recommended 
at the recent convention of the National 
Bankers’ association to the end that a spe- 
cific declaration should be made in favor of 
a single gold standard. 

I have not time to discuss that subj 
now,“ he said, and this was the reply h 
made to all questions as to what kind of 
legislation he expected to see passed in this 
connection. 

When asked regarding the Philippines sit- 
uation he said full confidence was felt in 
Washington that the program of the admin- 
istration would succeed in accomplishing 
all that was intended in that quarter. 

Secretary Gage’s attention was called to’ 
the dispatch from Washington regarding 
the threatened famine of fractional silver 
money. 

“Tt ig true,” he replied. ‘‘ There has been 
an unusually heavy demand for this kind of 
money recently, and there is considerable 
question as to the ability of the Treasury 
to meet fully future demands for it. Within 
the last two weeks about $1,500,000 of it 
has been withdrawn from the Treasury, 
leaving only a little over $3,000,000 on hand, 
as compared with $12,000,000 at the close of 
the last fiscal year. It is simply another 
illustration of the good times which have 
come to the country.” 

When asked if there was any means of 
meeting the demand for fractional silver, he 
replied: ‘‘ Not until Congress gives us the 
power to do 80.“ 

Mr. Gage was asked if he apprehended 
any serious disarrangement of the English 
money markets as the result of a war be- 
tween that country and the Transvaal. 

“T do not,” he replied. ‘“ It probably will 
have some effect, but I do not look for any- 
thing serious.” 


THINKS M’KINLEY WILL COME. 


Washington, Where He Talked with 
President of His Proposed Trip. 


Congressman B. F. Marsh of Warsaw, 
III., was at the Great Northern Hotel yester- 
day on his way home from Washington, 
where he consulted with President Mc- 
Kinley regarding the itinerary of the latter’s 
coming trip through this State.

Prices Doubled in a Year. 

Representatives of steel manufacturers

— * Prices of nearly every kind of 
steel product have been more than doubled 
within a year, and even since the middle of 
last month there has been an advance that 
builders say its indicative of still higher 


quotations before the year is ended. Fol-

Girder rails are now selling for $388 a 
ton, and all structural steel has been affect- 
ed by a proportionate advance in price. 


Rails for 1900 delivery already are selling _ 


for $33 a ton and manufacturers say that 
they will go higher. 


Deny That Combine Caused It. 

The steel mill men say the cause of the 
boom is not the result of a combination, but 
of healthy competition and the increased 
demand springing from the nation’s pros- 
perity. Between the structural steel milis 
there is an agreement not to cut prices, they 
say, and they point to the fact as significant 
that the advance in these quotations is not 
as great as in these steel products in which 
no combination exists. The causes given 
for the advance are shortage and higher 
prices of raw material, increase of wages, 
and increased demand for the finished 
product. An illustration of the first is the

$10 a ton and yesterday $22.50: The big con- 


cerns which use this raw material are un- 


able to keep a surplus stock on hand, and 
of work is constantly imminent. 


Benefit to the Workmen. 


Wages have been increased throughout the 
steel mills, their managers say, from 10 to 25 
per cent, and in each case in anticipation of 
any demand on the part of the laborers and 
in time to avert strikes. Many of the man- 
ufacturers claim that the laborer is getting 
the whole benefit of the boom, inasmuch as 
the employers in many cases are delivering 
steel at the contract prices of a year ago 
and at a proportionate loss. 

The increased demand is sald to have com- 
menced soon after the close of the war, 
when the mills were set going at full ca- 
pacity to supply the demand for the build- 
ing operations incident to good times. The 
mills no longer are seeking the consumer; 
agents have been called in and are employed 
rather in persuading customers to defer 
operations till next year. 

Increased Export Trade. 

The export trade in steel is inc 
rapidly. Three thousand tons soon wi 
be sent to Tokio, Japan, to be used in the 
construction of a palace for the Mikado. 


The Phenix Bridge company recently has

Employment Agents Say Domestics Can 
Be Brought from the South, but That 
Is Not Entirely < Satisfactory.

There are two 
objections urged against the proposition 
which the employment agents mention, the 
feluctance of many householders to employ 
colored girls for domestic service and the 
expense of transporting them from the 
Southern States. 

There is an abundance of domestic help 


m the South, and many of the girls are 


writing to Chicago — to learn if their 
expenses to Chicago be paid on condi- 

tion they repay the money from wages. 
Agents do not look upon that as a good 
business proposition. The objection that 
colored girls are employed with reluctance 
is answered by the agents themselves with 
the state nent that in some househokis they 
are preferred. 

The agents say the householders are facing 
three propositions: They must pay wages 
of $5 or $6 a week for good servant girls, 
they must induce men to enter the service, 
or they must employ colored girls, 

I have had advertisements in all the 
country papers offering inducements of in- 
stant employment to all girls who would 
come to Chicago to go into domestic serv- 
ice,” said Murray Matthews, a North Side 
employment agent. The trouble has been 
that the girls demand too much. They want 
$5 and $6 a week. But conditions are such 

that few girls have taken advantage of the 
proposals from Chicago.”’

The tin plate industry, which was created 
by the tariff of 1890, is a forcible illus- 
(ration of what protection caa do for the 
farm as well as the factory. or to 
1890 the tin plate industry did not exist 
in this country. Today there are over 
seventy works, with a capacity of thir- 
teen and a half million boxes of 100 pounds 
each. Only a little tin plate is imported. 
The American plants give employment to 
about 28,000 wage workers, who have 
steady work and get good wages. To 
make the 889,000 tons of pig iron need- 
ed by the tin plate plants and to con- 
vert that pig into the sheets of steel 
demands the services of about 14,000 
men. About 11,500 men have to be kept 


and coal and make the coke which are 
required to turn out the pig iron needed 
by this nine-year-old industry. The freight 
which has to be moved by vessel and 
railway amounts to about four milion 
tons. Its transportation gives employment 
to thousands of wage workers, 8 


whom the protection-created tin plate in- 
dustry are indebted, directly or indirect- 
ly, for profitable employment, are con- 
sumers of the products of the farmer. 
Each of them consumes about a barrel 
of flour yearly. Cattle and hogs must 
be raised to supply these wage workers 
with meat.

The legislation which obliterates a great 
industry deals a blow at the men who 
toil on the farm as well as those who 
labor in furnaces and at forges, If a 
“trust” has taken possession of an in- 
dustry the latter should not be killed in 
order to wipe out the former. The barn 
must not be burut down to get rid of 
the rats. The tin plate plants, worth ten 
million dollars, are controlled by a com- 
bine which has capitalized them for fifty 
millions and is trying to pay dividends 
on that overcapitalization. The duty on 
tin plate is a cent and a half a pound. 
The Wilson bill duty was lower and yet 
the tin plate industry prospered, There- 
fore the pregent duty is too high and 
should be reduced. The “trust” should 
be deprived of protection it abuses. But 
the reduction should not be so radical as 
to harm an industry the development of 
which has done so much for other indus- 
tries. e farmers cannot afford to let 
it be injured. Mr. Bryan’s statement that 
“the laboring men in the factories can- 
“not separate themselves from those who 
“toil on the farm, without inviting their 
“own destruction,” is as true when read 
backwards as when read forwards. The 
welfare of one is the welfare of all.

ures were pleasures.” Coleridge, says 
Mill, best. expressed this condition in the 
lines in the Ode to Dejection ”: 

A grief without a pang, void, dark and drear, 


A drowsy, stified, unimpassioned grief, 
Which finds no natural outletor relief 


In word, or sigh, or tear. * 
The philosopher belleved that with him 
such a mental state was due to a premature 
habit of self-analysis, and no doubt analy- 
sis does tend to destroy feeling and ca- 
pacity. for enjoyment. 
A modern poet, Stephen Phillips, utters 
the same cry and protest: 
My senses all like weapons rust 
And lie disused in endless dust. 
I may not love, I may not hate; 
Slowly I feel my life abate. 


Many people have confessed to having en- 
dured these visitations of the ennui mi- 
crobes on a Sunday afternoon when, either 
because of unwonted feasting or lack of 
mental stimulus, they become mere clods. 
After all, both the blue and the gray states 
are but mother nature’s way of getting even 
with the nerve-exhausted individual who 
has taxed her too heavily. The best rem- 
edy lies in physical activity and effort, 
though effort at such times is difficult to

Importance of Acvuracy. 

To the public mind a machine is just an 
@ssembiage of shafts, wheels, and details 
which go when power is applied to move 
them. Comparatively few know mat if 
those shafts do not fit the bearings in just 
@ certain way, and that if the amal center 
lines of the shafts are not almost mathe- 
matically correct, the machine will fail to 
work, and that inaccuracy which; if too 
great, ensures the breaking down of the 
machine, must not exceed, in many cases, 
@ few thousandths of an inch. 

Take, for example, a pulley turning on a 
shaft—an elementary machine, The pulley 
4s put in a lathe and the hole is bored for the 
shaft. The first difficulty ts met at once 
all lathes are inaccurate; none bores a round 
straight hole of like diameter throughout. 
The bore of the pulley will be more or less 
out of round, crooked, and tapering. Wher- 
tapering, or 
crooked, at those points the surface of the 
shaft will squeeze out the of] and will rub 
against the surface of pulley, and, if the 
inaccuracy be beyo certain limits, the 
wearing surfaces will be destroyed, as 
though there had been no lubricant.

In case of the pulley and the shaft the er- 
ror allowable in practice is quite large. The 
maft may shake in the pulley bore, the dif- 
ference in the respective diameters may be 
one-hundredth of an inch without harm, 
but it is altogether another matter with 
other classes of machinery.

| Hand Work in Belgium. 
In the Town of Liege, Belgium, an impor- 
tant industry is the manufacture of revolvers 
and other small arms. The details of these 
are given by contract to workmen, who 
finish them at their homes, all the work be- 
ing done by hand, practically. These de- 
tails, when finished, are brought to the fac- 
-tory, where they are assembled. The fit- 
ter, having a lot of details before him, se- 
lects a set and proceeds to make one piece 
match the other. There is nothing standard 
about these details, and each revolver or 
gun made under this system is unlike the 
other. The grade of the work and fitting 
entirely upon the skill and good 
faith of the individual workman, and when 
out of order the entire picce must be re- 
turned to the factory. Obviously this would 
be a wretched weapon wherewith to fit out 
an army. In this manner all frearins were 
manufactured until the beginning of this 
century. 

Development of Gunmaking. 

When Eli Whitney, the inventor of the 
cotton gin, was unable to secure his rights 
for that invention and found himself load- 
ed down with debts incurred in the attempt, 
he could never have suspected that it was 
‘to be a blessing in disguise to his country 
and even to him. Seeing no prospect of 
obtaining justice, he turned his ingenious 
mind into another path, and in 1798 he 
took a contract to furnish 10,000 stands of 
arms to the United States government. The 
time for fulfilling the contract was two 


ears. 
appreciate the difficulties of his un- 

dertaking we should bear in mind that there 
were few workmen and but little knewledge 
of the art of gunmaking in the United 
States, and there were no machine tools. 
The milling machine had been described 
in France in some publications, but not 
one was in use in America. It was probably 
in the end an advantage to Whitney that 
he was forced to think out an entirely novel 
way to manufacture his guns. He was not 
only an inventor but also a remarkable 
workman, having been acCustomed, from his 
earliest boyhood, to exercise all the trades, 
in addition to being a student and a close 
observer. He was driven by the force of 
circumstances to base his plan of manufac- 
ture upon making the parts of his guns alike 
and of uniform excellence by special tools. 
His contract took eight years in place of 
two, but it was completed to the perfect 
satisfaction of the government. He contin- 
ued to take similar contracts until his death. 


Teaches the World.

To explain Whitney’s method, let us con- 


uce extreme accuracy and per- 
fection of workmanship, and gauges to 

measure and limit the amount of error or de- 
parture from the exact size desired. 

In gunmaking, a model is made which is 
taken as perfect. Two sets of gauges are 
made; one set is kept for reference only, and 
the other is sent to the shop. Every piece 
coming from the shop is carefully measured 
and tested by inspectors—skilled workmen, 
who do nothing else—and every piece which 
fails to measure between the desired limits 
is condemned. In fact, the limits for many 
details are almost too small to be considered, 
being less than one-thousandth of an inch; 
for other details the limits are wider. 


careful study. It is, in fact, a training 
school for thinking and skillful mechanics, 
and it ils, undoubtedly, a chief cause of the 
marked fertility in American institutions. 
The close union which it has brought be- 
tween the designer and the workman has 
proved 


the greatest benefit to both. 
American Designs Practical. 

To the writer, the most striking feature in 
many of the European machinery exhibits 
at the World’s Fair at Chicago in 1893 was 
their academic designs. Evidently they had 
been made with but a superficial knowl- 
edge of shop practice and of what is need- 
ed for a machine to stand up to its work all 
the year round. With Americans it is no 
uncommon usage to invite criticism of the 
design and suggestions for improvements 
from. the men. Written forms are fur- 
nished for these, which are gone over with 
great care by the management. Some works 
go so far as to offer prizes for valuable hints 
and ideas from the workmen. 

From: Whitney’s factory his methods 
spread with great rapidity over all New 
England, and were applied to the manufac- 
ture of countless articles in metal. The 
art was quickly developed by a multitude of 
bright workers, and it was applied to heavier 
machines in time, so that, at present, it is 
the system of all the best American work- 
shops. The extent to which special fix-

Use of Automatic Machines 

This method of working has given Ameri- 
cans a prominent place in the invention and 
use of automatic machines. From the use 
of fixtures and special tools to the fully de- 
veloped automatic machine for reaching the 
same end it is simply a matter of a few 
steps; one leads up directly to the er. 
Hence the infinite number of ingenious auto- 
matic machines for every purpose. Nat- 
urally, also, the system has led 


of a highly perfected specialty. 

A notable effect of the method is the suc- 
cessful standardising of details which enter 
into all structures of mechanical engineer- 
ing. These standards have become so com- 
mon that they are accepted as matters of 
course. Systematic mechanical training has 
led Americans to appreciate the value and 
importance of reducing all details in general 
use to standards, and this has progressed 
so far that today the manufacturer of ma- 
chinery can buy all these things at less cost 
than he could make them with any desired 
amount of accuracy and finish. — 

American methods of accurate measure- 
ment have greatly advanced the manufac- 
ture of small tools—equares accurate within 
a fraction of a thousandth of an inch, mi- 
crometers in many forms which are so gen- 
erally used by American workmen, scales in 
great variety and of extreme perfection, all 
at prices which put them within the reach 
of any one. 


Produces Skillful Mechanics. 

Thus we see that progress in mechanical 
engineering in the United States is not sim- 
ply a happy accident, but a logical result 
and growth which began nearly a century 
ago by placing the study and manufacture of 
machinery on a higher plane than it had ever 
previously occupied. The system then com- 
menced has produced generations of skillful 
mechanics of high intelligence and excop- 
tional skill, and has developed as never be- 
fore their powers of observation and inven- 
tion. It has brought about a happy union 
between workman and designer, each re- 
specting the other. The merit and excellence 
of the American machine is due to highly 
specialized tools and fixtures which have 
cost not only a great deal of money but, what 
is more important, the exercise of great skill 
and inventive ability, and the good features 
of the American product cannot be copigd 
otherwise than by like methods. |
